Significant Resolutions Passed. 


—| The meeting of the Seuth Brandon 


| Farmers’ Institute was held in Rickers 
Halli on Saturday afternoon. There was 
a large attendance, che President John 
Jabez Kiliott presided. 
After the usuai routine, by-laws and rules 
of order were submitted and adopted. 

| 


The chairman of the committee to which | 


had been referred the preparation of a 
a series of resolutions on the defects in 
the law regarding exemptions begs to re- 
port as fellows :— ; 

‘* Whereas the grievous burdens laid 
upon the farmers of Manitoba by the 
high customs tariff and the exorbitant 
freight rates charged by the railways for 
the transportation of his products to the 
marxets of the east, together with the low 
price of wheat, have brought very many 
face to face with actual want. 

And whereas the Provincial exemption 
act has failed in its intent and purpose, 
namely, to secure the farmer the ability 
to earn money to pay his debs, many 
who were over persuaded to mortgage 
their exempted goods and chattels, have 
hadthese mortgages foreclosed and the 


stock grain snd implements necessary to’ 


work their farms sold at a mere fraction 
of their cost, and have no alternative but 
to throw up their farms and leave the 
country. 

And whereas it isthe bounden duty of 
the government and legislature to remedy 
all prievances. 

It is therefore resclved by this meet- 
ing of the South Brandon Farmers’ In- 
stitute that the law on exemptions ought 
to be amended so as to make illegal any 
mortgage of the voodsandchattles exempt 
by law, and otherwise to make the said 
‘ xemption law secure to the farmer intact 
and means to work his farm, muintain his 
family and pay his debts. 

And it is further resolved that the said 
exemption act ought to be amended in 
the following particulars— 

Provisions for family and feed for stock 
suflicient to keep them eleven months 
ought to be exempt " 

Five horses and four cows and seed for 
the growing of 100 acres of grain ought 
alsot» be exempt from seizure by the 
judgment creditor. i 

Tae questivn was thoroughly discussed 
pro and con. Messrs. Arkell, Naismith, 
Johnston, Fowler. Bailey. King, H. C, 
Graham, M. P.P., and others taking part 
in. the cebate.

And whereas the adminstration of the 
law is such that the legal profession is un- 
duly fo-tered and p.cteeted at the cost of 
the sconle. 

4n4 whereas the endowing of a class 
with special powers and privileges to fx 
their own fees and otherwise to conserve 
their own interests at the cost of the 
people directly antagonistic to — the 
spirit of our free Instications, under which 
ail classes ought to stand on a plan 
of perfect equality before the law. 

Aud whereas the law re judgment 
summonses is harsh in its operation and 
is contraryto the spirit of enlightened 
legislation on the subject. 

“And whereas the holding of sittings of 
the courts im seedtime and harvest time 
entails serious loss and inconvenience to 
farmera, Who cannot afford to lose one 
hour's work at these seasons of the year. 

It is therefore resolved : 

(1) That the county courts act, and 
other acts relating to debtor and creditor 
ought to Ce amended in the folowing re 
spec's: 

f (1) That the statutory counre fee ought 
to be abolished. 

(2) That cierks, sheriffs and bailitis 
ought te be paid by a fixed salary, and 
not by fees. 

(3) That the power of transfer jadg- 
ments from county courts to the Queen's 
Bench ought to be annulled. 

(4) That the act incotperating the law 
society ought te be repealed or amended 
so as to place farmers, merchants and 
all classes of the community on an equal 
with the lawyers before the law. 

(5) That for the convenience of the 
people courts of the first rescrt ought to 
be esta>lished at convenient distances 
apart, wresided over by resident Ju<tices 
of the Peace duly quaitied and spr cially 
appointed, who should have power to 
decide cases of $100 and under, no lawy- 
er to plead in such courts. 

(6) That all lawyers fees ought to be 
statutory. 

(7) That the sittings of all courts be 
held at such times as will not interfere 
with seedingand harvest times. 

T». se resolutions were debated at great 
length and passed unanimously. 

The following resolution was also passed 


by a large majority. 


Resolved that all sheriffs and sheriffs St. Joun’s Ch 


with the exception of Judges, be appoint- 
ed by the different municipalities in the 
judicial district in which they act. 

A motion was passed directing the 
secretary to all sae vf these re- 
solutions to the Attorney General, H. C. 
Graham, M. P.P., and the Winnipeg and 
Brandon papers. Also to allthe Farm- 
ers’ In-titutes in the province asking 
them to take action thereon.

FIVE CINTS 


The P. and O. Condemned. 

Vancovvar, B. @. Dec. 22— Sings: re 
advices by the C. P. R. steamer Seecus 
of India, state that Heniker Heaton M. 
P. for Canterbury, Eng., and an advocate 
ofa universal penny postage in the course 
of an interview there declared that the 
P. & O. Co., shamefully neglected the 
east, especially the service to China and 
the Straits settlements. The majority of 
the vessels trading in these ports, in bis 
opinion, were of a poor and obsolete class 
and inferior in speed and other res 
to vessels trading elsewhere. He expressed 
wonder that the british government had 
given them the posta! contract between 
Ceylon and Bombay at a speed of under 
twelve knots. The annual subsidy paid 
to the company by the British govern 
ment is £365,000, which represents im- 
terest on more money than tne whole P. 
& O. fleet is worth. Heniker Heaton 
thinks the time has arrived for a tiret class 
British weekly service between Ceylea 
and Shanghai, or fifteen knots, to connect 
with the Empress line between Vancouv- 
erand Hong Kong. He say- the people 
are wild when they hare to exchange 
from the 3 oe Empress steamers 
of the C. P. R. for passage is one of the 
obsolete P. & O. steamers. He also ex- 
pressed his intention of brinzing the mat- 
ter up in parliament when new eontracts 
are called for.

A TRIP THROUCH THE N. W, 


Twenty Y ears ago--A New Year? 
Dinneri: the Rockies. 

When H. M. Boundary Commission 
reached the Rocky Mountains in 1874, 
wud were camped at Fish Lake, within » 
short distance of that well known land 
mark Chief Mountain, some members of 
the staff left, to seek their futures either 
by prospecting in the Rockies or by going 
south to the gold fielis of Montana. ‘he 
writer was ain ngst those, but he is still 
seeking his fortune and 1s seemingly as 
fir off as he was in those happy byyore 
days, When every thing was ‘‘coleur de 
rose” and a ten dollar bil was of no more 
scoount than a ten cent piece is to day 

It was about the first week in Septemb- 
er that ie boundary co mmissionbroke up 
camp at Fish Lake and s'arted on ther 
return journey some 800°) miles back te 
Dufferin on the Red River. most of the 
members who had Ieft the comission 
returned as far as Sweet Crass Hills, 
three buttes standing separate and alone 
and rising to over SOVO feet above the 
prairie, here it was expected that we 
should meet wagons returning to Fort 
Beuton after having brought us out » 
fresh supply of oats, an articles we no- 
fonger required 45 we had finished ows 
work much sooner than waa ex 
On arriving at the Hills we found the ex- 
pected wagons and also the N. W. M. P. 
who took over the oats for their juded 
steeds. They had left the Red River inthis 
spring or summer and followed four tran 
to Sweet Grass and though when they 
left Manitoba they no doubt sterted im 
the gay paraphernalia of war, there was 
nothing very gay about them when we 
had the pleasure of relieving some of ther 
necessities. There has been several 
wonderful sccounts of the gallant march 
of thiscorp through a suppose! Roarte 
and sparsely inhabited couutry ana the 
hardships they had to endure, but surely 
if any credit is to be attached tout, 
ought to be given to a bedy of civilian 
whe erossed to the Roekies, burl: briiges 
and left a broad trail bebind them for 
these gallant warriorsto follow and 
never fired a hostil shot or lost # man on 
the trip. The desperadves who were 
supp sed to be inthe country, were of & 
very mild type, or had left’on hearing of 
our advent. WhoopUp the head quarters 
of these men has had the honor of re 
turning the first and present member of 
the Dominion parliament D. W. Davis 
Esq, and many of the Whoopupers hold 
good positions to day in the N. W. 

After spending afew days at the Hille 
packing up and saying good bye to com- 
rades and friends we started with the 
return wagons to Benton some of the 
officers of the N. W. M. P. going imto 
that town at the same time. Though we 
had for some time been living on buffalo 
meat aud every anon the commissiogs 
had shot one at leat, it was on our trip te 
Benton that we saw these magnificent an- 
imals in the greatest quantity we passed. 
them by the tens of thousands and «@ 
svems almost impossible that in the short 
apace of five or six years they should have 
become virtually extinct, but such is @& 
fact, In 1870 there was scarcely « buffalo” 
left. Benton at the head waters of 
navagation on the Missouri was a typical 
frontier town, built almost entirely of 
dobies or sun dried bricks, made from 
earth and grass mixed. A fort hoiding» 
compary ortwoof U.S. infantry, and » 
population of citizens composed principal 
ly of gamblers, though of course there 
was a sprinkling of h mest business mem 
Here we remained a few days and them 
took stage to Helena, Montana, st thad 
time « flourishing mining town beauti- 
ful siteated in the foothills of the Rockies 
From Benton we came to Fort Shaw » 
U 8S. Army post situated on the Sum 
river, here were found five companies of 
U. S, infantary, quartered in s pretty 
aod very neat post. sme sisty or seventy 
miles west of Benton. From here we 
went south west through the besutifal 
P ickly Pear Caeon with its innumerable 
flowers and fowerin: sirubs, ite mag- 
nifictent trees covered with the climbme 
Ch ma is, morning glory, or other climb 
ing planta,the perfume from the Seringas 
an: other shrubs and flowers, the bold 
and iptions sides rising in places te 
the height of 300 ft of bare perpendicular 
rock, and closing rowdway and stream, 
into 8 narrow gorge only to open out inte 
afairy glade resembling ones ideas of 
what the garden of Eden was, makes thas 
canon one of the prettiest places the wrt- 
er has ever seen, and he has been m 
Europe, Asia, Africaand America.

THE COOLNESS O¥ THE PRESIDENT. 


Toe President ef the Chamber ef D puties, 
Mr. Dapuy, {se reperted to have behaved 
with the most admirable coolness and 
courage, and te eaid to have done everything 
possible to restore order and to prevent o 
apread of the panic which seized up-n every- 
boty present when the expleeion week place. 
When quiet was ssxxrewhat restored 13 was 
discovered that nebedy was ki led outcigh, 
and Mf. Dapuy rang the bell of the Presitent 
ef the Cramber, calling the deputies te re- 
sume their seate. Absud one-third of the 
number of deputies present ab the time of 
the explosion ebeved the eummons ef the 
Preeid-nt of the Cosmber, and when they 
were seated M. Dupuy sreeo and ssid, as 
calm'y ar if nothing bud happ ned: **Saoh 
attampts eheu'd not dieconcert the Casmber. 
linvite you te continus yeur discussions 
with calmness, When the order of the day 
has been dealt with the proper effi.ials will 
da thelr ¢uty.” 

A DEPUTY DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED. 


The roems where the weonted porsons 
were treated presented a sanguinery sppear- 
ance. The wound from shich Deyaty Le- 
mire {2 eoffering te very dangerous He has 
a eovere weond in the neok, bat itisexpeoted 
that he will recover. 

At least a score ef spoctatera from the 
tribuoca ani galieries \ravecsed the Salle 
des Pas Perdus in order to get medical 
aeelstance. Ail had bleody shir's and 
crava’s, and wounds cou'd bs ee-m sboud 
their facee. Amoog the agers seen to be 
g0 wounded were a number of women, whe 
wore weeping with pain and sorieking with 
fright. Toe Sale da Qastre Colennes, 
which leads inte the Salle cos Pes Perdas, 
was covered with eplashes of bload. 

EXPL“ DED BY FALLING. 

The I’ref-ci of Pelice, the Procurator of 
the K»pobic and the Procurater-General 
hurrie’ te (he Chamber of Deputies co sven 
as they were notifie! of the outrage, and at 
7 p.m. s'l the eatrances of the Palais Boar- 
bon were gaarded by gendsrmee, aud bet 
few spectatora remained in the viclalty 
The polic) now admip thad the contents ef 
the bomb were spread al over the tribuce 
and chamber, snd that bad it exploded on 
the floor tnstesd ef fa the gailery, er more 
correctly spe:king, aw it wae falling from 
the gallery, the number of victims wold 
have been very large.

Twe Arrests Made. 


The spectacle wae heartrending to the ex- 
cited orewda preseing around the building, 
and exclamations of anger and serrew wers 
heard en every eidr. Jastat this time the 
deer of the Palais Bourbon opened saddenly 
and two gendarmes appeared, cendactin, 
between them an indiv.cuai dressed in gray 
clething. They led him across the sidewa:x 
to the curd, called a fiecre, motioned him 'o 
enter, followed themeelves acd oll threo 
were driven repid'y to the prefect ef police 
Tan vebicle in which they hed departed bad 
ecarcely passed out ¢f sight of the maltitade 
in front of tne building when a similar ‘nci- 
dent was enacted. The decor ef the Patat- 
B-urben epmed suddenly a secend tim-, 
two mere gendarmes sppeared, having in 
custedy acobver unknewn person, and they 
also placed him iu a facre and dreve away 
with him te the pref-cture. Netoraliy 
these mysterious preceedings aroused the 
greatest curiosity »mong the eye-witnesss 
ef them. The prisoner gave the name of 
Leoolr. 

Such ef the remains of the bemb as have 
bees found are made efzicc. The missile of 
destruction was prebably a sardine box. Ite 
contents are still ankrown, ‘ut they srenow 
believed to have been some destructive 
chlorate. 

The Bomb-Thrower Confesses. 


Pazrs, Dec. — Auguste Vaillant, alias 
Marohal, a resident ef the subarb Chotsy !e 
Rei, 1s the Aaarchist who threw the bem 
ia the Caamber of D: paties yesterday. He 
made a confesien this morning. Ail laet 
evening the ¢flictele ef the prefectare «f 
pelice were verifying the stavementes aod 
examining the names of suspects. The first 
pame te challenge their att-ntion was that 
of Vaillant. Several detectives remarked 
that this man had leng been known as an 
Aoarchist of the extreme type—a crank whe 
had earpassed all bis comrades recently in the 
vielenoe of his languoge. 

Upen searching the recerds the cffis‘als 
founda fali blegrephy ef Valiiast, whee 
career justified all thet the detectives had 
said ethim. Four detectives then went te 
the Hetel Dieu end sought the teien whi rh 
Vaillent lay suff:ring fem many weean-ls. 
Io reply ve ‘he req vest he sald his came wes 
Marchal and that ho lived in Choisy le Rat. 
When asked for mere infermation he gre# 
angry and refased to epeek. 

** | THREW THE BOME ” 


At 9 o’clook tuia morning the Precureur 
ef tue R-padiic aud M. Lepine, prefect of 
pelice, arrived at the Hove! Dien. A‘ter 
o-nferring wiih tho dotectives they eext to 
Vaillant's bedsite. Toe precureur said 
pesttively: * You sre net Marobal. You 
ara Vaillact.” Vaillant started, hbesi- 
tated a moment, ‘hn blurted out p-rvish'y, 
““Seleam. Yes, I am Auguste Vaillant, 
ond I threw the bom» because bave hed 
eneugh of this biosd-sucking bourgeois 
seoiety.”
